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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 27 
August 2009 has been entered. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art 
has been found or presented that either teaches or fairly suggests the production of a 
propylene copolymer blend comprising A) a propylene copolymer containing from 1 to 
20% by weight of olefins other than propylene, and B) at least one propylene copolymer 
containing from 1 0 to 30% by weight of olefins other than propylene, where the 
propylene copolymer A and the propylene copolymer B are present as separate phases 
and a portion of n-hexane soluble material is < 2.6% by weight, the propylene 
copolymer composition comprising a tensile E modulus ranging from 150 MPa to 800 
MPa, and the propylene copolymer composition is obtained from a polymerization 
process comprising at least two successive polymerization steps wherein a catalyst 
system comprising a metallocene compound is used in each successive stage, as 
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herein recited. Since there are no other outstanding issues with regard to the clarity or 
enablement of the claims, these claims are deemed to contain allowable subject matter.
